the project of a Convention bctAveeu the 
three powers relative to Cuba, have 
been among the first subjects to Avhich 
my .attention has been called by the 
President, 
The substantial portion of 
thé proposed Convention is expressed in 
a single'larticle in the folowing term s; 
“The high, .contracting parties hereby 
severally and ; eftectually disclaim now 
and for heréiífter all intention to obtain 
possession o flh e Island of Cuba, and 
they resnectivciy.-bind themse!v-cs to dis­ 
countenance ¿11 attempt to that efl'ecton 
the part of any power or indi\’iduals 
whatever. 
The high contracting parties 
declare severally and collectively that 
they Avill not obtain or maintain for 
themselves, or for any one of themselves, 
any exclusive control over the said is­ 
land, nor assume nor exercise any do­ 
minion over the same.” 
The President 
has given the most serious attenrion to 
this proposal ; to the notes of the French 
and British Ministers accompanying it, 
and to the instructions of M. de Turgot 
and the Earl of Malm.sbury, transmitted 
with the project of the Convention, and 
he directs me to make knoAvn to you the 
view which he takes of this import-ant 
and delicate siihjcet. 
The President 
fully concurs with his predece-ssors, who 
have on more than one occasion author­ 
ized tlie declaration referred to by M. 
de Turgot- and Lord hlalinsbury, that 
the United States could not see with in­ 
difference the Island of Cuba fall into the 
pos.session of any other European Gov­ 
ernment than Spain, not, however, be­ 
cause we should be dissatisfied Avith any 
natural increa.se of territory and power 
on the.p.artofFrancc of England. France 
has, within twenty years, acquired a va.st 
domain on the northern coiust of Africa, 
with a fair prospect of indefinite exten­ 
sion. 
England, 
within half a coritnrv, 
has added very extensively to her em­ 
pire. 
The.se acquisitions have created 
no unt-asinc,ss on the part of the United 
State.s.. 
In like manner the United 
States have Avithin the same period great­ 
ly increased their territory. 
The largest 
addition was that of Louisana, which 
was purchased from France. 
These ac­ 
cessions.of territory have probably caus­ 
ed no uneiLsiness to the grc-.at European 
powers, as they have been brought a- 
bout by the ojieration of natural causes 
and without any disturbance of the in­ 
ternational rel.ations of the principal 
states. 
They have been followed by a 
great inc."ease of mutually bencfici.al 
commercial 
intercourse 
between the 
U nitcd Stal es and Europe. 
Bus the e.a-se 
would be difierent in reference to the 
transfer of Cuba from .Spain to any other 
European power. 
That event could not 
Lake place without .a serious derange­ 
ment of the intemationnl 
system noiv 
existing, and it would inOlcifte -aeslgr.s' 
in reference to this hcmispilicre wlii 
could not but awaken alarm ir the Uni­ 
ted State.?. 
V'e should view it in some­ 
what the same light in which France and 
England would view the acquhition_of 
faüeáiT'bv the United States with this 
difference’: 
It is true that tlie attempt 
of the L’nited States to f-.stahlish them­ 
selves in Eiiroj'e Avouhl he a novelty, 
while the appearance of a Euroj>can 
power in this part of the Avorld is a fa­ 
miliar facL But this difference in the 
two cases is merely historical, and Avould 
not diminish the a'nxiety which, on poli­ 
tical grounds. Avould he caused hy any 
grea^ demonstration of Europe.an power 
fn a neAV JiTeotion in America. 
M. de 
Turgot slatf-s that France could never 
’-ith indifference the po.ssession of 
by any power but Spain, and ex- 
.licitly declares that she has no wish or 
intention of appropriating th.e Island to 
herself; and ihe English Minister makes 
tlir- same avow al on behalf of his Govern­ 
ment. 
M. de Turgot .and Lord Malmes­ 
bury do th.e Government of the United 
.’'t.ate.s no more than justice in remarking 
that they have often pronounce<l them- 
I selve.s .suhstantiallv in the same scn.se. 
The President does not covet the acquisi­ 
tion of Cuba for the L'nitcd .States. 
At 
the same time he considers the condi­ 
tion of Cuba a? mainly an .American 
question. 
The pre'poscd. Cor,vc-nti< .n 
proceeds on a different principle. 
It .a.s- 
sinnes that the United Ftate.? has no other 
or greater interest in the qn.?siion than 
France or England: w hereas it is neces­ 
sary only to ca=t one's eye on the m.ap 
to see how rcinot? are the relations of 
Europe and how intimate those of the 
United States with the Island. 
The Pre.sident. d.jing full jusiice to 
the friendly spirit in which his concur­ 
rence is invited hy France and England, 
and not insensible to the advantages of a 
good imderstandiiig between the three 
powers in reference to Cuba, feels himself 
neverdie’ess unable to become a partv 


Florida of Spam. ■ It is not within tlie 
competence of the treaty making poAver 
in 1852, effectually to bind the Govern­ 
ment-in all its branches, and for all com­ 
ing^ time, to make a similar purchase of 
Cuba. 
A like remark, I imagine, may 
'oe made oven in reference both to Franee 
and England,-where the treaty-making 
power ' is less^ b jeet tlian it isjwith us, 
to the , consol o f o ^ ef branches of Gov­ 
ernment. '

There is another 'strong objection to 
the proposed agreement. 
Among the 
oldest traditions of the Federal Govern­ 
ment is an aversion to political alliances 
with European powers. 
In his memora­ 
ble Farewell Address, President Wash­ 
ington says: “ The great rule of conduct 
for us, in regard to foreign nations, is in 
extending our commercial relations; to 
have Avitli them as little political con­ 
nection as poiisihle. 
So far as we have 
already formed engagements, let them 
be fulfilled wiili perfect goodfallh; here 
let us stop.” 
President Jefferson, in his 
in.atignral address in 1801, warned the 
country a ^ ^ s t entangling 
alliances. 
This expressiOT, now become proverbial, 
was unquestionably used by Mr. Jeffer­ 
son in reference to the 'alliance Avith 
France in 1778, an alliance at the time of 
incalculable benefit to the United States, 
but which in less th.an twenty years came 
near involving us in the wmrs of the 
French Revolution, and Laid the founda­ 
tion of heavy claims upon Congress, not 
extinguished.to the present day. 
It is a 
singiilar cbi^icidence, that the particular 
provision of the alliance which occ.asioned 
tiiese evils, Avasthat under which France 
c.alied upon us to aid her in defending 
her 'West Indian possessions against 
England. 
Notliing le.ss than the un­ 
bounded influcnceofWashington rescued 
the l.hiion from the perils of that crisis, 
and preserved our neutrality. 
But the President iias a grave objec­ 
tion to entering into the proposed.Con- 
vention. 
He has no wish'to disguise 
the feeling that the compact, althongl 
equal in its termSf Avould be very une­ 
qual ill substance. 
France and Rnghmd, 
hj- entering into it, Avould disable them­ 
selves from obtaining iio.sse.s.sion, remote
